‘The Capture of Hadelja. 


_ The first detailed account of the expadi- , 


‘|-tion which was recently despatohed seainst 


the Hmir of Hadeijs by Sin Fraderick 
Lugard ia given by Router'gjAgercy. Tho 
expedition was tho sequel {0 three years” 
repented cflorts on. the part of the High 
\Commissioner to indute the Emir to dis: 
socinte himsulf from the faction which was’ 
hostile to the Brittsh: By the subjugation - 
of Hadeija~ the; last hostile Emirate of 
importanoe has disappeared.” ‘ 

Tt waa always knowe that Hadeija was x 
place of conaiderable. strangth, end that its ~ 
people were, renowned for their bravery ; 
but the resistance met with by. the Briti-li 
waa far more detorthined than was expect- 
ed, it only boing after fierce hand-to-hand 
fighting in the streete that the British: day: 
was fually, hoisted over the Euir's palace. 
That the losaca on the British side were: 
insignificant was entirely dao ta the wild- 
ness of the rushes mado by the Hadeijx 
people, and the fast that they were re- 
markably bad shots, Another interesting 
fact brought out by the account is the ex~ 
traordinary lenioncy and forbearsoce shown 
by the Britioh, who not only:sent peacer 
smoagougers on thtee separate, o¢casions, 
with the hops that the Emir would quictly 
submit, but also gave the Hadeija people 
many opportunitios, even in the- heat of 
tho.fighting, toesspo. ty” 

Ie was not until the position of the British 
gatrison of 250 men, under Captain Mo- 
Naughton, which had for soma time beer 
quartered outside the walls of Hadelja, ” 
became aotiously manaced, and that they 
wore in danger of. boing. rushed, that the 
High Commissioner relustantly dacided to 
send a further force to the town. Accord- 
ingly, . Colonel.. Lowry * Cole, D.8.0., 
Commandant of the-Northern Nigerian: 
forces, matched out from Kano with p force” 
‘comprising :-300 “infantry ‘ under’ .“Licut.- 
Colonel Dobell;, D.8.0,, 100 mounted 
infantry under BMajur Groon, with two guns 
and a Maxirti, its first object being to effect 
a, junction with the Hadeijs, garrison. 
Colonel Lowry Cole arrived at Hadelja- 
eight ‘days after leaving Keno. Hadelja 
was found to be a large city, of almost 
squsre formation, surrounded by a formid- 
able’ditch, and Having walls stronger than 
those of Kano, pierced by fiva gates, A 
messenger was cout into the town with the: 
British terma, but these wore flatly refused, - 
and their bearer insulted. ‘ 

Early next morning a goneral advance 
was ordered. The walls wore not beld, but 
on entering the cates it was seen that the 
ehemy'a forces, cunsisting of 8 good number 
of horsemen and infantry, were drawn up 
infighting ordor on tho further sido of aa 
‘open space, 600 feet wide, dividing the walls 
from the, -gtreata. and, compounds of the 
town. The Britlsh having been extended im 
line forty yarda from tha wal's, so that the 
flanks and rear-wore secure, Colonel Lowry 
Cole, despite the insvlent answer given om 
the previous day, sent.the: Reaidont’a inter- 
proter no, leas than three times across the 
plain to the Emir for the “purpose of - 
inducing him to aczept tho British terms 
and avoid bloodshod. ;
